LIFE IN A SARATOGA. 

After detailing the meeting with his friend 
and the purchase of the trunk Vines tells 
his experience this way: The trunk was 
a mighty big one, but nevertheless I 
was fearfolly cramped for room. The 
sinashers did not seem to care who or what 
was inside, judging by the way I was tossed 
in the car. This was not the worst of it, 
by any means, as there were more 
tortures in store for me.

MR. VINE® ROUGH KXPERIENCE. 


The Wabash Baggagemen Threw the Trunk 
Around in ea Lively Manner. 

The trunk in which Vines was shipped 
was checked at the. Wabash-depot. It was 
exactly 8:51 p. m. Monday night when an 
express wagon drove rapidly up Third 
avenue and stopped alongside baggage- 
room of the Wabash railway. A medium 
sized man about five feet ten inches tall and 
described as somewhat dark complexioned 
and smooth faced alighted. “I’ve got a 
trunk here,“ he called out to Dennis Gaila- 
gher, the baggageman, check it to St. 
Louis.“ ees 

“ You’ve got exactly nine minutes,” said 
Gallagher, “ hustle if you want to make it.“ 

The expressman had backed up in the 
meantime and laid down 4 trunk on 
the floor of the baggage- room. It was a big 
zinc Saratoga trunk in prime dition aud 
almost new. Charles Tyler, one of the bag- 
gageman’s employés, took hold of it, and, 
while remarking that it was considerably 
overweight, tipped it up and down in a gen- 
tle way, common to baggage smashers, as he 
hurried it towards the weigh scales. The 
rest of the story can best be told in his own 
words: | 7 

„The moment I got hold of the trunk,“ he 
said, I thought something was wrong. It 
wabbled so back and forth, just like some 
corpse. The first thought that rushed through 
my mind was that Tascott was inside.

NO NEW PLANET IS SEEN. 


ASTRONOMERS FAIL TO LOCATE A 
BODY INSIDE OF MERCURY. 


The Sun's Total Eclipse Observed Under 
Favorable Conditions at Most California 
Points—Good Photographic Views Ob- 
tained of the Contact—Two Comets Dis- 
covered—Streamers Extending Three or 
Four Miles in Diameter—Measuring the 
Distance—Observations in Chicago. 

San Francisco, Cal, Jan, 1.— The condi- 
tions were generally favorable today, both 
in California and Nevada, for clear ob- 
servation of the total eclipse of 
the sun. In this city the eclipse was 
only partial, about  eleven-twelfths 
of the sun’s surface being obscured. The 
weather was perfectiy clear and the eclipse 
was witnessed oy a great number of persons. 
During the period of the greatest obscurity 


it became quite dark and one star 
was plainly seen. No scientific | 
observations were made in this city. 


Half of the totality in California was from 
fifty to 100 miles north of San Francisco. 
Trains from this city this morning conveyed 
a large number of people to the various 
points favorable for observation. The weath- 
er at Marysville was clear. 

The first contact was about 12:30. During 
the progress of the eclipse the weather be- 
came quite cool. Several streaks of light- 
ning were observed during the totality. Sev- 
eral exposures of wet and dry plates were 
made during the totality and views will be 
sent to Amherst College. 

OBSERVATION BY SCIENTISTS. 

Prof. E. S. Holden of Lick Observatory 
telegraphs that the beginning of the eclipse 
was successfully observed at that point, 


and also last contact photographs 
were taken. At Oroville a cloud 
obseured the view of the totality, 


but a good view was had up to within a few 
minutes of that period. The conditions were 
all favorable. 

At St. Helena the nearest approach to 
totality was at 1:50, when the observers no- 
ticed plainly with the naked eye a narrow 
gircle of light on the northeasterly side of the 
sun’s disk and in an instant the bright spot 
was transferred to the other side. The ap- 
pearance of the entire valley in the shad- 
Oowy light was weird. 

A party from Lick Observatory in charge 
of Prof. J. E. Keller made successful obser- 
vations at Bartiett Springs. Prof. Keller 
telegraphs that the corona was beautifully 
distinct, and that he saw remarkabie changes 
in the length of the coronal lines. 

Prof. Barnard obtained nine photographs. 
Prof. Hill photographed all the contacts and 
studied the structure of the inner corona. 
Prof. Senschner made seven measurements 
of light auring the totality. 

Louis Swift, director of the Warner Ob- 
servatory of Rochester, N. Y., was stationed 
at Nelson, Cal., and telegraphed the follow- 
ing as the result of his observation of the 
eclipse: As far as affording an opportunity 
to search for the intramercurial plan- 
ets was a failure from the 
clouds and haze. All four contacts 
were weil made, a chronometer watch pre- 
viously set to the Lick Observatory time 
being used. Five small colorless pro- 
tuberances were seen, all having pointed 
apexes. Near the pointof one was another 
detached from the sun. 

The chronosphere was visible, though 
looked for. Mercury, Venus, Vega, and 
Alpha Cygni were seen. The corona~coulc 
not be drawn, but as seen through the tele- 
scopes was not very extensive. 

TWO COMETS SEEN. 

At Winnemucca, Nev., the weather was 
clear during the entire day and the observa- 
tians of the eclipse were entirely successful. 
At the signal office Prof. Howe of Denver, 
with five assistants, made accurate observa- 
tions of the times of contact, drawings of 
the corona, and photographs by coronal 
lignt. 

Thomas Davidson, under instructions from 
Howard Observatory, discovered two comets 
near the sun. 

J. A. Brashear, optician, of Allegheny, Pa., 
made a drawing of the telescopic appearance 
of the corona hear the south pole of the sun. 
Mr. Van Harlingen of the signal office made 
a drawing ot the corona of the north pole of 
the sun. Several assistants also took notes 
of the contact and made drawings. A special 
series of meteorological observations were 
also made. No appreciable change in tem- 
perature was noted. The photographic nega- 
tives are not yet developed, and the exact re- 
suits are unknown. 


it 


Mr. Marrett made accurate observations of 


the shadow bands, which have not so far 
béén satisfactorily explained. The corona 
was similar in general appearance to that of 
1878. Streamers extended to from three to 
four diameters, and red protuberances were 
strongly marked. The conditions were en- 
tirely favorable for satisfactory observa- 
tions. 

Prof. Pickering of the Harvard University 
party telegraphs from Willows that the 
sun was perfectly clear during totality. 


Over fifty photographs were secured. 
The party consisted of four observy- 
ers from Harvard and _ twenty-nine 


local assistants. Fourteen telescopes and 
cameras were employed and eight spectro- 
scopes, besides miscellaneous apparatus. 
The first contact was lost through the 
clouds. The other three observed the dura- 
tion of 118 seconds, -eight were secured with 
thirteen-inch telescopes, giving images two 
inches in diameter before the enlargement. 

Nine were taken with an eight-inch camera, 


‘one being on erytnriesine plate through 


stained gelatine. Iwenty-flve negatives 
were taken to measure the brightness 
of the corona and surroundings, five 
negatives to search for intermercurial planets 
and twenty to study the spectrum of the 
corona to determine its composition. These 
will reach from yellow rays to extreme ultra 
violet. For the latter purpose they em- 
ployed a spectroscope with lenses and prisms 
composed exclusively of quartz. Seven ob- 
servations were made with the photometero 
to measure the general illumination during 
the totality. It was found lighter than 
the eclipses of 1878 and 1886. 
The corona was similar to those of 
1868 and 1878, but showed much more detail 
than the latter. A striking characteristic 
was the two forked wings of light polar rays 
well defined and considerably shorter. 
AS SEEN AT VARIOUS POINTS. 

At Brass Valley three white clouds ob- 
scured the sun a little, but during the period 
of totality the stars and large plancts were 
seen with the nazed eye. Ine corona and 

tuberunus were grand sights. The ther- 
mometer fell 7° between the first contact 
and totality, 

At Virginia City, Nev., the thermometer 
was thirty degrees at the time of the first 
contact and dropped to twenty degrees dur- 

@ the progress of the eclipse. Nineteen- 
wtbarieths of the sun’s surface was obscured 
at this point. The weather was perfectiy

-Herena, Mont., Jan. 1.—The eclipse was 
observed here favorably this afternoon. The 
day was bright, cold, and clear. It began 
about a quarter past 2 and lasted an hour 
and a half. The sun was obscured, except a 
thin crescent at tne top. It grew colder and 
dark as a bright moonlight. Chickens went 
to roost and lamps were lighted indoors. 

BILLtINes, Mont., Jan. 1. - [Special. — The 
people of Billings were especially favored to- 
day by good weather, as they witnessed a 
total eclipse of the sun. This place was a 
few miles off the line, and the difference was 
unnoticeable. A large party astronomers 
were at a small station east of here, taking 
observations. Everything was favorabie for 
them, the sky being as clear as a bell. 

Sr. Pauw, Minn., Jan. 1.—A better day for 
the observation of an eclipse of the sun 
than that given the entire Northwest 
could scarcely be conceived. Ciouds were 
almost ungnown, and the warm atmosphere 
added to the pleasure with which the people 
watched the eclipse, Which in this State was 
about three-quarters, while farther west it 
was almost total. | 

Geneva, N. V., Jan. 1.— Prof. Brooks, di- 
rector of the Smith Observatory, secured an 
observation of the eclipse of the sun this 
afternoon just before sunset. The disk of 
the sun was quite conspicuous, and was 
notched as it sunk below the horizon. 


A Chicago Observation. 

Arrangements were made by Prof. Colbert 
of Tun Trisune. staff for observing the 
eclipse yesterday afternoon from No. 300 
Clark street. A telescope was furnished by 
Mr. Lewis Reese and a chronometer was 
loaned by Mr. E. R. P. Shuriy, the watch 
manufacturer. The mornimg gave every 
promise of a fair day, and local astronomers 
hailed che cloudless sky with joy. At noon 
doubts filled their minds, for clouds drifted 
across the sky and the sun was partjally 
concealed from view. Shortly before the 
time for the eclipse the clouds rolled away 
and a clear sky oniy was visible. The sun 
hung in the heavens clear and unobstructed 
to the view. 

The first contact as recorded by the chro- 
nometer occurred at 3:21 o’clock. It was sub- 
sequently discovered that the actual time— 
the chrono meter being ‘slightly deranzed— 
was 8 hours, 21 minutes, and Ig seconds after 
noon. This varies put one-half second from 
the estimated time as published in Tur Txts- 
UNE of Friday last and yesterday morning. 

Astronomers reckon sunset at the time 
one-half of the sun appears to drop below the 
horizon’s line; but, inasmuch as the moon ap- 
peared in this section to cross the upper half 
of the sun, sunset was reckoned at the time 
the lower line of the sun appeared to touch 
the horizon. Thus the eclipse only lasted 
about sixty-five minutes and in reality about 
seventy minutes. 

Many astronomers in embryo were seen on 
the streets. They were provided with 
smoked glass, but history will probably not 
record the views and conclusions reached by 
them.

Implicit obedience was 
due him. His disciples were allowed 
to engage in the ordinary vocations of life, 
but when ordered to return home were 
bound to do so. When Oliphant first went 
there he was accompanied by his mother. 
Harris thought them proud, and the son was 
ordered to work in the garden and his mother 
had to go every day toa neighboring station 
to sell fruit on passing trains. Each disciple 
who had money spent any portion of his in- 
come that was required for personal use and 
handed the surplus over to Harris. Itis 
wonderful that a man of such sound and 
strong intellect upon every otner subject 
should have surrendered himself in a matter 
of religion to a creature like this Harris.

A VISIT FROM SENATOR BLAIR. 

Senator Blair arrived here today. He has 
engagements to lecture at Wabash, Fair- 
mount, and Richmond this week. He called 
upon Ger. Harrison this evening but it was, 
he said, a merely respectful visit and was 
not for the purpose of talking about politics. 
His lectures in Indiana will beon the subject 
of National Prohibition. which, he said in a 
prophetic way during an interview tonight, 
would prevail within thirty-five years, 
but the third party movement 
will never, he thinks, succeed. He 
estimates that nineteen-twentieths of the 
Prohibitionists of the country are Repub- 
licans. High license will not do. If there 
must be any restriction there must be abso- 
lute restriction. High license is like tying 
up a mad dog in such a way that he might 
bite one man instead of many. He believed 
it was a mistake to introduce a high license 
issue in the New York campaign. Temper- 
ance people are not advocates of -high license, 
but they want prohibition. 

When asked if he beheved it probable that 
Mr. Blaine would be appointed Secretary of 
State he said: *“‘ I have nothing to say regard- 
ing the Cabinet. 1 did not come tosaya 
‘word to Gen. Harrison on that rr and 1 
do not want to leave the impression that I 
have any preferences for the Cabinet. Mr. 
Blaine is of course popular in the East and 
it is the hope of the Republicans 
in our part of the country the 


| President-elect will take bim into the Cabi- 


net. It would greatly please them. Still, 
the Cabinet is Gen. Harrison's official family, 
and whoever he may choose will be satisfac-

While reading his annual message the Gov- 
ernor created some sensation when he em- 
ployed these words: 


The recessity of some change in our election 
laws whereby the increasing corruption which 
has become incident to our elections may be pre- 
vented is imperative. It is believed that the 
late Presidential election was the most corrupt 
of any in the history of the country, as the direct 
use of money was concernéd in influencing the 
electors, and public sentiment is naturally 
awakened to the desirability of some 
relief, The pé@culiar causes which in- 
duced this immense corruption are apparent. 
The anxiety to subserve selfish and 
private advantage, rather thdn the general in- 
terests of the public, naturally led to the cam- 
paign being conducted upon alleged business 
principles, whereby it is asserted that electors 
were bought and sold like Sand chattels in 
the open market. It is claimed that at least 
$100,000 was expended in the Twentieth and 
Twenty-fourth Congressional Districts in this 


State in the efforts made therein to elect Con- 


gressmen and to secure electars believed to be 
favorable to the policy of fostering private in- 
terests. 

So successful have been recent efforts at cor- 
rupting the ballot-box that good citizens are led 
to doubt whether the free and vnbiased senti- 
ments of the people may not continue to be nul- 
lified through corruption whenever and as often 
as It appears that the interests of the people con- 
flict with those of interested monopolists who. 
profligate of their moneys, are intent upon re- 
sisting all interferences with their selfish and ar- 
rogant demands. 

Gov. Hill recommended that by joint reso- 
lution the Legislature urge Congress to adopt 
constitutional amendments regarding the 
Presidential term and provisions for ex- 
‘Presidents. Hill's recommendations are: 

1, That the term of office of the President and 
Vice-President shall be six years. 

2. That the President shall be ineligible for re- 
election. 

8. That the President shalf immediately upon 
the expiration of his term become u member of 
the United States Senate for life and receive an 
appropriate saiary. This amendment shall apply 
to all living ex- Presidents.

A meeting of the Western Association of Ama- 
teur Athletes, at which. several local societies 
were represented, occurred at the Grand Pacific 
Hotel yesterday. The St. Louis and Belleville 
delegations arrived early in the morning. The 
principal business before the meeting was 
the consideration of the re of 
the Committee on Constitution and By- 
Laws appointed at the St. Louis 
meeting last month. Six hours were spent in 
discussion, which resulted in the adoption of a 
constitution. | 

The following temporary ‘organization was 
made permanent, the officers to serve until the 
first championship meeting: President, W. O. 
Musty; Vice-Presidents, J. A. Deffry and W. 
+ ag a Secretary, E. R. Baker; Treasurer, D. 

Diek. 

The question of championships was referred 
to a committee consisting of Messrs. Rhodes, 
Deffry, and Hoffmeister, to make prelimi- 
nary arrangements, With the understanding 
that the meeting should take place in 
St. Louis in the fall. Considerable time 
was given to the discussion of ase- 
ball matters, ſthe association being determined as 
far as lies in its power to correct the abuses 
which have resulted from amateurs playing ball 
for money. It was decided to include base ball 
in ‘the list of events which the as- 
sociation recognizes as athietic exercises, 
which will prevent men competing in amateur 
athletic sports hereafter who receive remunera- 
tion for playing ball. The only exception to this 
rule will be that amateur clubs will be allowed 
to engage professional batteries. Daniel Wilson 
of St. Louis was 8 official starter and 
Messrs. George S. Rhodes of St. Louis and Sam- 
uel A. Miles of Chicago official handicappers.

MEIGS ORDINANCE. 


MAYOR ROCHE SUGGESTS AMEND- 
MENTS WHICH WILL BE ADDED. 
They Cover Important Points and Are 

_Reasonabie—The Company Is Willing 
They Should Be Inserted—Facts About 
the Onderdonk Ordinance—The $1,000,- 
000 Indemnity Will Not Be Accepted— 
The Suburban Annexation Bill Getting 

Into Shape, | | 


Mayor Roche spent the greater portion of yes- 
terday at his officespreparing his report for the 
Council meeting Friday on the general water 
system of Chicago; its revenue, its recuirement, 
and the modification of the rates. He was not 
able to complete the report owing to the failure 
of City Treasurer Plautz to furnish him certain 
figures necessary to a correct cone lusion. 

About noontime the Mayor was called upon by 
Col. Alberger, agent of the Meigs “L” Road 
Company, who wanted to make zu explanation 
of his petition, the character of his enterprise, 
and the peculiarity of his patent. Col. Alberger 
was entering into an explanation of the alleged 
forgeries of the Green, Dalrymple, and other 
petitions, when the Mayor interrupted by saying 
that the sufficiency of the (petition was 
a matter for tne Council to pass 
on. The Aldermen had decided that the 
petition was all right. It was not for him to 
question their decision. Anyway, this question 
of sufficiency would have to be inquired into by 
the courts sooner or later, and it would be as 
well to have them pass on the question in refer- 
ence to the Meigs system as any other. The 
Mayor then said his only doubts about 
the ordinance were as to the plan 
of construction. He had examined the sec- 
tion of the road constructed outside Boston, 
It worked well as an experiment, but would it 
stand the wear and tear of traffic! Col. Alberger 
tried to convince him on this point, and the 
Mayer was compelled to admit that he was 
nearly convinced. 

AMENDING THE ORDINANCE. 

He then asked Col. Alberger whether he 
would accept certain amendments: Pro- 
viding that stations shall be located with- 
in three blocks of one another; (2) providing 
that trains shall be run as frequently as one 
every five minutes,or more frequen if the 
Council may direct; * providing that the road 
shall be responsible for business damages as 
well as property damages, and shall give an in- 
demnifying bond to the city for the same; (4) 
providing that if the single-rail plan nor 
appear to the Mayor and Commissioner of Public 
Works to be practicable the company shall build 
a double-rail elevated road track and operate it 
at the same rate and under the game conditions 
as set forth in the ordinance.) Col. Alberger 
said his company would accept all the amend- 
ments. The ordinance will therefore be recon- 
sidered to permit of their insertion and 
probably the insertion of an amendment 
providing for the payment into the city 
treasury of 2 per cent of the gross receipts. 
The Mayor thinks that the principle of compel- 
ling quasi-paxDlic companies to contribute to the 
municipal revenues is a good one and ought to 
be inserted in every ordinance.

It is not contained in sither of the two 
L ordinances already passed, and Mr. Willets 
says it was meant to load them down. If the

pany will not accept. 

SUBURBAN ANNEXATION BILL. | 

The Knight-Bliss Suburban Annexation bill 
prepared by the County Attorney has been 
printed. It is the same in substance as that 
which was summarized in THE TRIBUNE a week 
ago. The section referring to the maintenance 
of prohibition districts has been somewhat 
moditied. Its intention is defined as follows: 

It is intended by this section to continue in full 
force and effect all ordinances of any municipal- 
ity the whole or part of which is annexed to an- 
other city, incorporated town, or village whereby 
the licensing of dramshops is prohibited within 
said city, village, or incorporated town, or any 
part thereof, without the voters of the territory 
so affected consent, as hereby provided, to the 
repeal of such ordinances by the city, village, or 
me town to which the territory is an- 
nexed.“ | 

The following section is important: 

“If petitions are presented to the County 

Board as prescribed in this act for the annexa- 
tion of the whole and also for the annexation of 
a part or parts of a city, village, or incorporated 
town to a city, village. or incorporated town, the 
said County Judge shall submit such questions 
as petitioned for by each petition, and if at such 
election the result of the vote shall be against 
annexation of the whole, but shail be in favor of 
annexation of a part or parts, and such parts 
combined as one territory are contiguous to such 
city, village, or incorporated town, then the 
same shall be annexed the same as though no 
proposition had been submitted to annex the 
whole thereof.“ 

In reply to THe TRIBUNE’S criticisms of the 
bill because it fails to provide for proportional 
representation of territory annexed Mr. Knight 
says that difficulty can best be met by adding a 
clause to the City Incorporation act which will 
provide that where a trict containing more 
than 30,000 people is annexed it shall be entitled

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AN OFFICER ROUGHLY HANDLED, 


Policenian O’ Donnell Drops In at a Dance 
and Is Terribly Beaten. 

Police Officers Knowles and O'Donnell of the 
Lake police had a lively experience with a party 
of drunken men early yesterday morning at a 
dance given in Oswala’s Hall, Fiftx-second and 
Halsted streets.

He is a giant in size 
and strength, and when the assaulting parties 
turned their attention to him they received a 
warm reception. They secured his club, but he was 
knocking them down with his fists as fast as he 
could strike when the patrol-wagon, which some 
one had summoned, dashed up with reinforce- 
ments. There was a scattering at once of the 
belligerent dancers, but eleven of them were 
placed under arrest and taken to the police sta- 
tion. One of the prisoners is John Paim, a school 
trustee, in whose pocket O’Donnell’s star was 
found.

THE ANARCHISTS’ DEMAND FOR AN IN- 
JUNCTION. 

The meetings of a newly formed organiza- 
tion cailed the Arbeiter Bund, or Working- 
men’s Alliance, were prohibited by the po- 
lice, acting under the general orders of the 
Mayor, because it was believed that the 
members, or the majority of them, were An- 
archists who wished to nold public meetings 
that they might the better teach the subver- 
sion of the law, the Government, and society 
by violent, murderous means. The Arbeiter 
Bund applied to the courts for an injunction 
to restrain the police from interfering with 
their alleged constitutional right to free 
speech and free assembiage. The matter 
was referred to a Master in Chancery to take 
evidence and make such recommendations 
as he might deem proper. There appeared 
before him the complainants, who made affi- 
davit that they were law-abiding citizens and 
that their purposes were lawful, and also the 
defendants, who swore that the petitioning 
organization was au Anarchistic and danger- 
ous one. The master examined the constitu- 
tion and by-laws of the bund and found noth- 
ing objecwonable therein except it be the 
abolition of the capitalistic system of ex- 
ploitation and to assist in the fight 
against exploitation,” Apparently he did not 
understand the méaning of these phrases, 
and therefore these objects must be pre- 
sumed to be lawful. 

The conclusions of the master were that 
au injunction should not issue, not because 
he did not think the complainants morally 
entitled to it, but because the remedy by ia- 
junction applies only when property rights 
are menaced. The compiainants, he says, 
have a remedy at law, though he does not 
think it adequate—they may, when any meet- 
ing is interfered with, sue the police for dam- 
ages. From the facts presented to him he 
does not believe that the police have any 
right to stop the meetings of the Anarchist 
bund. It now remains for one of the Judges 
of the Circuit Court, Horton or Tuley, to pass 
finally on the question and say whether an 
injunction shall issue or the complainants be 
left to what remedy they have at common 
law. If the latter, then che opportunity will

It is apparent, from the report of the mas- 
ter, that the side of the police was weakly 
presented. No effort wus made to show him 
what anarchy 1s, or what were the doctrines 
the preaching’ of which is dangerous to the 
pablic welfare. A Judge cannot be expected 
to eke out the evidence of either side by his 
own personal knowledge, and hence the city 
should have reliea less on the claim that 
the discretion of its police officers could not 
be interfered with, and more on the purposes 
of the petitioners.

The report ot 
the master docs not show that any of these 
things were broucht to his attention. The 
members of the bund said that they had none 
but praiseworthy objects!

result was, therefore, not to be wondered at. 


In the meanwhile, until they are prevented, 
the police wil! do all they can to stop the 


spread of anarchy by pubiic meetings.

HIGH PRESSURE WATER SERVICE IN 
CHICAGO. 

Tun Tripune printed yesterday the sub- 
stance of the communication which Mayor 
Roche will send wo the Council Friday even- 
ing recommending that the city begin with 
the introduction of a high pressure water 
service id the business district, covering at 
the outset only that portion of it which lies 
on the South Side north of Harrison street, 
but with the intention of extending it in 
time to the business parts of the West and 
North Divisions. ' 

There are many reasons why the Council 
may be inclined to look with favor on these 
recommendations, coming as they do from a 
Mayor who is himself a practical engineer, 
and far better qualified than any of his 
predecessors to deal intelligently and eco- 
nomically with such a subject. The work 
which it is now proposed that the city shall 
do at a profit to itself is at present waste- 
fully and incompletely done by private 
parties. 
sufficient to reach the upper stories of 
moderately high buildings in the business 
district, costly pumps bave to be put in sery- 
ice that elevatorsmay be run. The aggregate 
amount now paid yearly by the owners ot 
Duildings in the heart of the city for 
elevator service is far in excess of what the 
city would charge them for better facilities. 

The advantages of the Mayor’s scheme 
have been often discussed, and are apparent. 
With a hizh pressure system, drawing from 


its own short tunnel, the city will be able to. 
do what it is not now—furnish an abundant - 


supply of water for domestic purposes with- 
out resorting to the purchase of additional 
costly machinery. From 500 to 600 smoky 
chimneys will be abated during half of the 
year at least. While the water furnished by 
the high pressure system cannot run by di- 
rect pressure the elevators of the loftiest 
buildings, yet it can rise through small pipes 
to the roof and fill the tanks that can be 
safely built there, and will not have to be 
pumped up by individual machinery asis now 
the case. 

The Fire Department will be given an in- 
valuable auxiliary. Just where the houses 
are the highest and where there is the 
greatest accumulatiou of valuable property 
it will have the most abundant and easily 
managed water supply. The water can be 
turned on from the fire plugs with a pressure 
of a hundred pounds, or can be turned oa at 
any story by making hose connections with 
the standpipes. It should be in the power 
of the owners of tne premises in most in- 
stances to do their own fire-ext:nguis hing. 


With this certainty of water merchants can 


make demands on he insurance companies 
for much lower rates, and if they do not get 
them they can snap their fingers ai the 
ageuts and protect themselves. A great im- 
petus will also be given to light manufactur- 
ing. Water and electricity will do away 
with local steam machinery and will assist 
in the abolition of the smoke nuisance. The 
high pressure system will furnish all the 
light power needed for many purposes. The 
city revenues will be increased, and the ex- 
penses of elevation and small manufacture 
lessened. 

Should the Council, mindful of the fact 
that the city has sufficient money in the 
water fund and the land on which to buiid 
the works, decide to go ahead with a plan 
which has been talked over for years, then 
the citizens should codperate, and next 
spring reélect Mayor Roche, so that tnis work 
may be supervised by one who has most strong- 
ly urged it, and who is specially competent 
to see that the proper kind of water pipes 
and machinery are used and the necessary ex- 
penditures be economically and wisely made, 
When large engineering works are to be car- 
ried ouf it is a good thing to have a first- 
class engineer for the chief executive officer, 
and in Mr. Roche Chicago has just that man. 
Should the Council and the citizens agree, 
we have littie doubt that by the expiration 
of the present Mayor’s second term this city 
will have a high pressure water service cov- 
ering the entire business district; earning 
yearly a respectable revenue for tne city, and 
enabling it to supply all its people with an 
abundance of pure, cheap water for all do- 
mestic purposes through a system now called 
on to meet both home and business demands, 
and doing neither to the satisfaction of the 


people. 


CHEEK OF THE ANARCHISTS. 
Persons who become Anarchists apparently 


abandon «ll humor and the perception of the 
ludicrous and the grotesque.

EXPORT OF GOLD, — 

A Washington dispatch says: For the 
year 1888 the exports of gold from New York 
were $33,370,471 and the imports were 
$5,944,309, a net loss of $26,426,102. In 
1887 the exports were $6,483,820 and the 
imports $38,642,450, a net gain of $32,153,- 
630.” Thus for the last year the nor- 
mal gain was not only destroyed but there 
is in addition a dead loss which makes the 
actual failing oft of gold in the last two years 
aggregate over $58,000,000, Suppose the ex- 
port this year is at that rate, how long can 
the country stand such a gold drain without 
disturbance in its finances? What is being 


of achanged balance of trade against the 
United States and an export of gold to meet 
the deficit? Will an attempt be made in 
framing the Senate Tariff bill to increase the 
power of export and enable American man- 
ufacturers to send their goods abroad to set- 
tle balances and stop the necessity of ship- 
ping gold! American farmers can no longer 
hold a balance of trade in favor of this country 
in face of the increasing competition and low 
prices which they have to meet in the Eu- 
ropean markets. Nor can American manu- 
facturers compete in neutral markets with 
foreign producers so long as they pay taxes 
on raw material which their rivais obtain 
free. As matters stand there is no choice 
but to ship the output of our gold mines 
abroad to settle the balances which should 
be met by shipments of surplus agricultura 

products or manufactured articies. 
ance of trade long in favor.of the United 
States turned slightly against us in 1887, be- 
came strongly adverse in 1888, and the drain 
now is of gold, the vital fluid of commerce.“ 
A continued gold drain will affect the coun- 
try just as severe bloodletting saps and ex- 
hausts animal life. There is every indica 
tion that the balance will continue against 
the United States and the drain of gold go 
on unless something is done to stimulate the 
power of manufacturers to export. Will 
Congress attempt to do that? If so what 
policy is there that promises reliéf except 
that of giving manufacturers free raw ma- 
' terial? Surely Congressmen and Senators 
will not blind their eyes to this serious ques- 
tion and adjourn without doing anytuing. 
Continued inaction means a steady drain of 
gold with atightening and constriction of the 
money market growing worse month by 
month and year by year.

oiders, or a reduction of the capital stock of 
such bank, if the reduction should not bring the 
capital stock below the provisions of this section.” 

This plainly contemplates that there shall be 
a minimum limit of capital stock, and excludes 
the idea that banks may be organized without 
the minimum limit as recognized by this section. 

Again, if the first clause of Sec. 11 is not to be 
regarded as a limitation upon the whole law re- 
specting places where banks may be organized, 
and if they may be organized in places other 
than those specified, then from the language of 
this clause it will be seen that it is not necessary 
that banks located elsewhere should be either 
in villages, cities, or K towns; the 
limitation being that in cities, villages, and incor- 

orated towns of less than 10,000 1 the 
imits as to the capital stock shall de observed. 
Outside of such cities, villages, and incorporated 
towns, whether in larger cities or at the cross- 
roads, the law would be equally operative in its 
permission to organize banking associations. | 

Why the right to organize banking associa- 
tions should be confined to the two classes of 
cities and villages specified is a question not 
easily answered. The General Assembly, which 
determines questions of public policy, presum- 
ably had sufficient reason for thus restricting the 
operation of the law. The. construction which 
makes the limitation general, I believe, is much 
more rational and a much safer one than that 
which removes all limitation outside of the 
classes of cities and towns specified in the first 
clause of Sec. 11.

The Queer Mill on the Pacific Coast. 

Many a visitor to the Cliff House has wondered 
what the spidery looking contrivance is for that 
they have seen a few bundrea yards up the beach 
at Paint Lobus. If they will go up to it now and 
mak inquiries, for it is at least in working or- 
der, 84 wili find that it is a machine for turning 
the r ee beating of the waves against the 
rocks into power that can be utilized for working 
miils and manufactories, and driving cable cars, 
and putting sait water baths into city houses, 
and sprinkling the streets, and flushing the 
sewers. Though the result of supplyi a 
power that can take the piace of high-priced 
coal is s important, the machinery by which it is 
accomplished is simple enough. One wonders,

All that there is of it is a sort of develo 
suction pump, in which the power is supplied by 
the waves. a reservoir, and water wheels. Sus- 
pended from the big iron uprights is a frame- 
work, across the lower part of which is tastened 
heavy planking. This pienking presents a face 
to the waves about s feet by twelve. The 
waves dashing against this move it in iron 
grooves backward and forward and its motion is 
communicated through some machinery to a 
twelve inch piston, so that a movement of thirty 
two feet by the framework causes a nine-foot 
movement of the piston.

His Great Coolness When Beset by Bur- 
lington Railroad Strikers. 

Avroga, III., Jan. 1.— [Special. — Among 
the spectators at the annual party given by 
the Hibernians at the opera-house last even- 
ing was a Burlington fireman named Moffatt. 
The presence of Moffatt and his lady friend 
was not noticed until about unmasking time, 
nearly midnight, but immediately thereafter 


the pair were saluted with “Scabs” and 


other insulting epithets by strikers and 
their sympathizers present. Moffatt bore 
the abuse in silence for a few moments and 
then started to complain to the management, 
but wis assaulted and knocked down. die 
regained his feet and held the crowd at bay 
by drawing a reyolver. Twice was this mo- 
neuvre repeated, and consternation pre- 
vailed among the spectators, who expected 
to see the fireman discharge his weapon 
every moment. Moffatt was cool and nervy, 
however, and kept the strikers at a distance 
until officers were summoned and he and his 
lady companion were escorted home in safe- 
ty.

The Coroner Tells About the Murders, Sul- 
des, and Mortality in General- Those 
Who Applied for to Wed—The 
“Work by the Fire Department—Natural-

The Coroner’s report for the year ended 1s 
of particular interest. fle held 1,458 in- 
quests, or one for every 100 persons in Cook 
County. The increase over the previous 
year is more than 200. The explanation of 
the inorease is due to the greater number of 
suiciaes and id town railroad accidents. 

The suicides for the year numbered 88, 
without counting twp of yesterday not in- 
cluded in the report. The year before there 
were 150, and the year before that 134. Of 
the 188 cases, 52 were committed by persons 
between 20 and 30 years of age. Under 20 
there were only 8, and over 30,they dwindle 
down to 3 committed beyond 70. The favor- 
able age for suicide appears to be that in 
which youthful hope gets its first rap 
from serious life. Poison was used 58 times 
to produce death; shooting followed with 57; 
and hanging disposed of 41. Sixteen cut 
their throats,4turned on the gas, 2 threw 
themselves under trains, and 2 set them- 
selves aflre. The most popular poison was 
“Rough on Rats,” used by 14; carbolic acid, 
morphine, and paris green ran neck and neck 
with 9, 8, and7 victims. Laudanum, arsenic, 
and chloroform have materially lost caste. A 
contribution to the discussion “Is Marriage 
a Failure!“ is made by the fact that 102 mar- 
ried and only 57 single people committed 
suicide. Domestic trouble, moreover, was 

ed as the cause of tie act in the third 
tnumber of cases, the vague causes

Among the 278 persons killed by railroad 
accidents, only 65 were employ6s of railroads. 
Of the remaining number 23 tried to jump on 
while the train was in motion and 16 jumped 
off. One hundred ana five were run down 
while waiking on the track ahd 61 were 
struck at street crossings. Besides the 
deaths from railroad accidents there were 29 
from street-car mishaps. 

Thirteen women were killed by abortion, 
and the cases of infanticide followed that 
unlucky number by 1. One hundred and 
nineteen peeple were drowned. Wagons ran 
over 44. n people still persisted in ab- 
sent-mindedly blowing out the gas. Unsafe 
elevators caugnt 18 and an electric shock 1. 
Twenty-eight fell down stairs, 18 from scaf- 
folds, and 4 were struck by lichtming. There 
was but 1 sunstroke. Seventy-two were 
killed in fighte, ormurdered. The sexes were 
represented by 1,163 males and 295 females, 
and white by 1,423 and colored 35.

Schemes Suggested for Looking After the 
Interests of the Investors. 

New York, Jan. 1.—The general advance 
in rates over the Granger and Southwestern 
trunk lines that was arranged for about two 
weeks ago; when J. Pierpont Morgan, in be- 
half of the investors all over the worid, 
called the Presidents of those roads to ac- 
count was to take place today. The ten 
days’ notice required by the Inter-State Com- 
merce law has been given, and all of the 
subordinates haye been notified by their 
superiors that they will be discharged or 
severely punished if they cut rates, and an 
attitude has been assumed toward shippers 
that encourages the view that this time the 
companies.mean business. 

It rates are cut this time,“ said a well- 
known railroad capitalist, ‘‘I will be one of 
half a dozen to offer a reward for the convic- 
tion of tha man who shall do the cutting. 
I will be one of four to make up a purse of 
$5,000 to be given to the man who shall fur- 
nish the evidence that will secure the first 
conviction for violation of the Inter-State 
law by rate cutting.”’ 

The speaker is not connected with the man- 
agement of any of the companies that are in

In England such disregard of the 
rights of stockholders and abuse of their 
property as has occurred in this country 
within the last twelve months would have 
resulted long before this in the transfer of a 
part of the railroad ability of the kingdom 
from comfortable offices to well-deserved 
dungeons. In this country the average 
shareholder approaches an officer of his com- 

ny with a good deal of trepidation, 

ecause he knows his desire for in- 
formation is likely to be met with 
a rebuff. In England it is tne official 
who trembles when the shareholder becomes 
inquisitive. The disregard of stockholders’ 
rights that has been the feature of railroad 
management during 1888 has also demon- 
strated the 2 for some sort of an or- 
ganization that shall devote itself entirely to 
protecting the interests of sharebolders; an 
organization that Gan enforce their requests 
and wishes between annual elections, and 
help to concentrate.the efforts of stockhold- 
ers to secure distinctive representation at 
such elections. Ithas been suggested that 
some of the trust companies might do this 
work, but it is rather beyond their func- 
tions except in special cases; besides,

The Groundwork of His Performance the 
Same as Thirteen Years Ago—Miss Ter- 
ry’s Great Triumph as Lady Macbeth 
The Queen’s Household Expenses Keach 
an Enormous Sum-—Sir Francis Piunk- 
ett Likely to Be Sent to Washington.

Lonpon, Dec. 31.—Mr. Irving’s idea of 
Macbeth has not seriously altered since he 
played the part thirteen years ago. He has 
learned and unlearned much ia the interval, 
and is altogether a better actor than he was 
in those days, but the groundwork of his per- 
formance is the same. As far as the concep- 
tion goes, Mr. Irving seems to me altogether 
in the right. He accentuates that side of tne 
character, the nervous or tremulous side, 
which appeals most directly to his individual 
temperament, But that is what every actor 
is not only permitted but compelled to do. 

Does it follow that he is the ideal Macbeth, 

or even the ideal embodiment ot his own par- 

ticular conception of the character? Cer- 
tainly not. What we chiefly miss is Shaks- 
peare’s incomparable rhetoric, the splendid 
musical movement of verse, All is dry, 
labored, monotonous. Where are trumpet- 
tongued lines we find lovely cadences that 
haunt our memory.

Macbeth of Shakspeare. Even Mr. Comyns 


Carr’s eloquent and ingenious apology can- 


not convince us of that. But it is the Lady

There is no disguising the fact that many 
Western Republican members are anxious 
for a moderate tariff, nor that they represent 
the views of avast number of voters.

the safest and wisest path. It will not do for 
any one view to be represented in the Speak- 
er’s chair to the exclusion of any other. As 
we look at the matter and are at present ad- 
vised, the safest way out of the difficulty is 
likely to be found in tne selection of the 
Hon. Josers G. Cannon of Illinois. 

He is the most experienced parliamentarian 
of any of the candidates, having served in 
Congress for sixteen consecutive years, and 
is now a member with his rival. Mr. Reed, of 
the Committee on Rules. Hehas above ail a 
sound record of ten years on the right sice of 
the tariff, though he is not so typical of rad- 
ical views either way as his ecompetitors—a 
fact which commends him as a compromise 
candidate. He should be acceptable to the 
East and would be acceptabie to the West, as 
he is firm and fair. 

But a reason ot special force why Mr. Can- 
non is preferable to his competitors is found 
in the lack of debaters on the Republican 
side. McKinley, Reed, Butterworth. and 
Burrows are more effective as fighters on 
the field of debate. They should be kept 
on the floor, and. with McKinley or Reed at 
the head of ‘Ways and Means, Butterworth 
at the head of Appropriations or Foreign 
Affairs, the best men would be in the best 
places, and with Cannon in the chair the 
best vossible results should be reached. 

On the ground of locality Mr. Cannon has 
pressing claims. The great State of Illinois 


has never had a Speaker, while. Maine and 


Ohio, which — ly the other leading candi- 
dates, have had. Next to New York, Penn- 
sylvania, and Ohio, Illinois has the largest 
representation in Congress, and her force in 
that direction counts tor much. 

All of the candidates named are worthy to 
fill the Speaker’s chair and could do it, but 
for reasons of practical and sensible policy, 
some of which are adduced above, it looks 
now as if Mr. Cannon stands the best chance 
to become Speaker Cannon. : 


THE STANDARD COINS OF THE WORLD. 


Their Value Estimated by the Director of 
the Mint. 

Wasnineton, D. G., Dec. 31.—Dr. James 
P. Kimball, Director of the Mint, has esti- 
mated the values of the standard coins of 
the various nations of the world to be pro- 
claimed by the Secretary of the Treasury the 
lst of Jauuary, 1889. The values of the gold 
coins have been ascertained by comparing 
the amount of pure gold in each with she 
amount in the gold doliar of the United 
States. 

The silver coins of countries having the 
double standard have been given the same 
valuations as the gold coins of such countries 
with which they ure interchangeable. 

The values of the silver coins of countries 
having the silver standard have been ascer- 
tained by taking the bullion value of the pure 
silver contained in such coins based on the 
average price of silver in London for the 
period commencing Oct. 1, 1888, and ending 
Dec. 24, 1888—namely: 42.911 pence per ounce, 
British standard, equivalent, at the par of 
exchange, to $0.94.066 per ounce fine. The 
valueof silver for tle corresponding period 
of last year was $0.96.645, a decline of a littie 
over 216 cents per ounce. The decline in the 
price of silver occasioned a change in the 
estimated values cf the following coins: —

ASTRONOMERS FAIL TO LOCATE A 
BODY INSIDE OF MEECURY, 
ee 
The Sun's Total Eclipse Observed Under 
Favorable Conditions at Most California 
Poiats—Good Photographic- Views Ob- 
tained at Various Points of Contact— 
Fall of Temperature at Many Places 
Noted—Excursions from San Franeisco 
to Regions of Totality. 8 
San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 1.—The condi- 
tions were generally favorable to-day, both 
in California and Nevada, for clear ob- 
servation of the total eclipse of 
the sun. In this city the eclipse was 
only partial, about eleven-twelfths 
of the sun’s surface being obscured. The 
weather was perfectiy clear and the eclipse 
Was witnessed oy a great number of persons. 
During the period of the greatest obscurity 


— 


it became quite dark and one star 
was plainly seen. No scientific 
observation were made in this city. 


Half of the totality in California was from 
fifty to100 miles north of San Francisco. 
Trains from this city this morning conveyed 
a large number of people to the various 
points for observation. The weather at 
Marysville was clear. 


the progress of the eclipse the weather be- 
came quite cool. Several streaks of light- 
ning were observed during the totality. Sev- 
eral exposures of wet and dry plates were 
made during the totality and views will be 
sent to Amherst Coilege. 

Prof. E. S. Holden of Lick Observatory 
telegraphs that the beginning of the eclipse 
was successfully observed at that point, and 


also the last contact photographs 
were taken. At Oroville a cloud 
obscured the view of i the totality 


but a good view was had up to within a few 
minutes of that period. The condituons were 
all favorable. 

At St. Helena the nearest approach to 
totality was at 1:50, when the observers no- 
ticed plainly with the naked eye a narrow 
circle of light, the northeasterly side of the 
sun’s disc and in an instant the bright spot 
was transferred to the other side. The ap- 
pearance of the entire valley in the shad- 
owy light was weird. 

A party from Lick Observatory in charge 
of Prof. J. E. Keller made successful obser- 
vations at Bartlett Springs. Prof. Keller 
telegraphs that the corona was beautifully 
distinct, and that he saw remarkable changes 
in the length of the coronal lines. 

Prof. Barnard obtained nine photographs. 
Prof. Hill photographed all the contacts end 
studied the structure of the inner Corona. 
Prof. Senschner made seven measurements 
of light auring the totality. 

Louis Swift, director of the Warner Ob- 
servatory of Rochester, N. L., was stationed 
at Neison, Cal, and telegraphed the follow- 
ing as the result of his observation of the 
eclipse: As far as affording an opportunity 


to search for the intramercurial plan- 
ets it was failure from the 
lands and haze. All four contacts 


were weil made,a chronameter watch pre- 
viously set to the Lick Observatory time 
being use. Five very small colorless pro- 
tubérances were seen, all having pointed 
apeices. Near the pointof one was another 
detached from the sun. 

The chronosphere was visible, though 
looked for. Mercury, Venus, Vega, and 
Alpha Cygni were seen. The corona could 
not be drawn, but as seen through tne tele- 
scopes Was not very extensive. 

At Brass Valley three white clouds ob- 
scured the gun a little, but during the period 
of totality the-stars and large planets were 
seen with the naked eye. Ine Corona and 
Protuberunus were grand sights. The ther- 
mometer fell 7° between the first contact 
and totality. 

At Virginia City, Nev., the thermometor 
was thirty degrees at the time of the first 
contact and dropped to twenty degrees dur- 
ing the progress of the eclipse. Nineteen- 
twentieths of the sun’s surface wes obscured 
at this point. The weather was perfectly 
clear. | 

A heavy fog prevailed at Truckee, Cal., in 
the Sierra Nevada Mountains, during the 
eclipse. It was necessary to use electric 
lights in the streets. 

HELENA, Mogt., Jan. 1—The eclipse was 
observed here favorably this afternoon. The 
day was bright, coid, and clear. It began 
about a quarter past 2 and lasted an hour 
and a half. The sun was obscured, except a 
thin crescent at tne top. It grew colder and 
dark as a bright moonlight. Chickens went 


— 


to roost, and lamps were lighted indoors. 


Geneva, N. V., Jan. 1.—Prof. Brooks, di- 
rector of the Smith Observatory, secured an 
observation of the eclipse of the sun this 
afternoon just before sunset. The disc of 
the sun was quite conspicuous, and was 
notched as it sank below the horizon. 

St. Paul, Minn., Jan. 1.—A better day for 
the observation of an eclipse of the sun 
than that given the entire Northwest 
could scarcely be conceived. of. Clouds were 
almost unknown, and the warm atmosphere 
added to the pleasure with which the people 
watched the eclipse, which in this State was 
about three-quarters, while farther west it 
was almost total. In many parts of Dakota 
and Minnesota the New-Year’s Day was cel- 
ebrated with picnics, excursions, and 
bail games, the observation of the 
eclipse being part of the day’s 
pleasures. Smoked. glass, wher not used to 
watch the juxta positicn of the sun and 
moon, was brought into service in piace of 
the palm-leaf fans, of which the supply was 
insufficient to meet the demand. 


A Chicago Observation. 

Arrangements were made by Prof. Colbert 
of Tun Trisynx staff for observing the 
eclipse yesterday afiernoon from No. 300 
Clark street. A telescope was furnished by 
Mr. Lewis Reese and a chronometer was 
loaned by Mr. E. R. P. Shuriy, the watch 
manufacturer. The morning gave every 
promise of a fair day, and local astronomers 
hailed che cloudless sky with joy. At noon 
doubts filled their minds, for clouds drifted 
across ths sky and the sun was partially 
concealed from view. Shortly before the 
time for the eclipse the clouds rolled away 
and aclear sky oniy was visible. The sun 
hung in the heavens clear and unobstructed 
to the view. * 

The first contact as recorded by the chro- 
nometer occurred at 3:21 o’clack. It was sub- 
sequently discovered that the actual ume 
the thermometer being slightly deranged— 
was 3 hours, 21 minutes and 549 seconds after 
noon. This varies but one-half second from 
the estimated time as published in Tax Txs- 
uxx of Friday last and yesterday morning. 

Astronomers reckon sunset at the time 
one-half of the sun appears to drop below the 
horizon’s line; but inasnjuch as the moon ap- 
peared in this section to cross tne upper haif 
of the sun, sunset was reckoned at the time 
the lower line of the sun appeared to touch 
the horizon.* Thus the eclipse only lasted 
about sixty-five minutes and in reality about 
seventy minutes. ‘ 

Many astronomers in embryo were seen on 
the streets.

Attorney General Hunt Advises the Auditor 
They Cannot Be fneorporated. 
Sprrncrrecp, III., Jan. 1.—[Special.]—In 
the course of his opinion to the Auditor on 
the new State banking law Attorney General 


Hunt says, after dealing / with the general 


questions involved: 

It will be observed that there is no declaration, 
in this section of the law to the effect that banks 
may be organized in cities having a population 
of more than 10,000, But it has been suggested 
that the power to organize ‘banks is expressed 
in the first section of the act, and as no restric- 
tion on this right exp appears in Section 
11. therefore, the power form such associa- 

in such large cities is wunre- 
by the l.w. 1 do not believe 
to be the proper construction of 
act. If pubiic — required the minimum 
limitation of $25,000 capital, stock, fixed in the 
law for cities with not more than 5,000 popula- 
tion, and $50,000 capital stock a» the minimum 
limitation in cities of not more than 10,000 popu- 
lation, itis incredible that the General Assem- 
bly intendea such associations mignt be formed 
without number, and without a maximum or 
minimum limit of — stock in cities having 
more than 10,000 population, , 

If a bank may be organised in the City of Chi- 
cago under this act because no limitation on that 
right is expressly named in 11, then plainiy 
such organization may de made with a capital 
stock having no maximum or minimum limit; in 
other words, the capital stock may be $1,000,000 
or it may be $1,000. 

It is clearly, in my opinion, more rational to 
conclude that the Generdl Assembly intended 
that part of Sec. II above ted as a limitation 
upon the whole act relating to the organization 
po gets associations than t@ conclude tit m- 
tended to permit the promoton and building up 
of innumerabie loose anc irresponsible organiza- 
tions, which the construction allowing unre- 
stricted power under the act would render an 
easy task. But the construction which I. prefer 
is further borne out by the next clause of Sec. 11, 
which is as follows: 

“Should the capital stock of any bank organ- 
ized under this act become impaired the Auditor 
shall give notice to the President to have the Im- 

airment made good by assessment of the stock- 
— or a reduction of the capital stock of 
such bank, if tue reduction should not bring the 
capital stock below ns Of thie see 
tion ” - 


This plainly contemplates that there shall be 
a minimum limit of capital stock, and excludes 
the idea that banks may be o ized without 
the minimum limit as recognized by this section. 

Again, if the first ctause of Sec. 11 is not to be 
regarded as a limitation upon the whole lew re- 
specting places where banks may be organized, 
and if they may be organized in places other 
than those specified, then from the language of 
this clause it will be seen that it is not necessary 
that banks located elsewhere should be either 
in villages, cities, or incomporated towns; the 
limitation being that in cities, villages, and incor- 

orated towns of less than 10,000 population the 

imits as to the capital stock shall pe observed. 
Outside of such cities, vill and incorporated 
towns, whether in larger cities or at the cross- 
roads, the law would be eqially operative in its 
permission to organize banking associations. 

Why the right to anking associa- 
tions should be con the two classes of 

is a question not 
Wal Assembly, which 

determines questions of public policy, presum- 
ably had sufficient reason r thus restricting the 
operation of the law. construction which 
makes the limitation genegal, 1 believe, is much 
more rational and a much safer ove than that 
which rewoves all limitation outside of the 
classes of cities and towns specified in the first 
clause of Sec. 11. 

Again, while it is not the duty of the Auditor 
in tne execution of this or any other statute to 
determine questions of public policy, yet where 
he grants permission to associations to organize 
he must find in the statute authority for his ac- 
tion. I do not believe that this authority clearly 
affirmatively appears. Such want of expressed 
or clearly implied authority in the law would 
seriously impair the character of a bank author- 
ized by the Auditor to organize outside of the 
limits pr6vided in Sec. 11, and leave the validity 

of such organization always open to question. 

Within the last two years two cases involving 
the validity of banking laws as affected by our 
present Constitution have been decided by our 

Supreme Court, in both whieh the court ap- 
plies quite rigidly the constitutional restrictions 
denying to associations — — to exercise all 
bank: powers. not co d in accordance

Cardinal Gibbons’ Words of Advice to the 
Delegates. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Jan. 1.—A National 
convention of colored Catholics, composed of 
delegates from nearly all of the colored Cath- 
olic churches and societies throughout the 
country, began its sessions this morning in 
the St. Augustine (colored) Catholic Church 
in this city. Every seat in the church was oc- 
cupied when, at 10:30 0’clock, Father Taiton 
of Quincy, III., the only colored Catholic 
priest in the United States, an the celebra- 
tion of solemn high mass. mediately in 
front of and beneath the pulpit sat his Em- 
inence Cardinal Gibbons, who delivered the 
sermon. He was clad in the scarlet robe of 
his office. 

At the conclusion of the sermon the Cardi- 
nal welcomed the delegates. This gathering, 
said he, will mark an era in the history of 
the colored people of the Uaited States, for 
never before had colored Catholics of the 
country met in convention. He trusted that 
the deliberations of the convention would 
be marked by moderation and discretion. 
The actions of the convention would be 
watched by the country, not with the kindly 
eyes of friendship, but with the sharp ones 
of criticism. He suggested that the conven- 
tion discuss the education of the children— 
the religrous education necessary to the life 
public. ‘ 

Temporary organization was effected by 
choosing as President Mr. William H. Smith. 
A committee on permanent organization was 
also appointed. At this moment Cardinal 
Gibbons entered the convention hall, and in 
response to a greeting he counseled modera- 
tion and harmony in the P erat ere of of the 
convention. In essential things, unity,” | 
said the Cardinal. “In non-essential things, 
hberty; in all things, charity.“

WHAT IT COST THE “Q” 


THE STRIKE MADE A BOLE OF ABOUT 
$3,000,000 IN 1TS EXCHEQUER. 


A Conservative Estimate Based on the De- 
crease in Earnings Unaccounted For by 
Natural Causes—The Immense Sum Not 
All Dead Loss, ‘as the Company Came 
Out Ahead — The Strikers’ Committee 
Say They Must Have Ooncessions — 
Cavener’s Talk. 


The strike has been a costly one to the 
Burlington, and although it has achieved a 
complete victory and gained all the points 
for which it contended, yet it is doubtful 
whether the company would not have been 
better off in the end had it made some con- 
cessions at the beginning of the conflict and 
averted the strike. The troubie came at a 
time when the company could not well afford 
to stand the heavy losses the strike entailed 
upon it. Business was exceedingly dull and 
rates low, and its earnings from Jan. 1 to 
the commencement of the strike had de 
creased over $2,000,000. It was no doubt for 
this reason that the company adcepted 
the strike rather than to grant the in- 
crease in salaries demanded by its 
men. Its operating expenses were 
already much higher than its business 
warranted, and it had to choose between two 
evils—either to grant the unreasonable de- 
mands of its men, assume a still further in- 
crease in operating expenses, or to accept a 
strike and its consequent losses. Of course, 
the company could not at the time calculate 
the costof a strike, and its managers evi- 
dently had no idea of the dimensions the 
conflict would assume. Had they known be- 
forehand what the cost would be they would 
probably have made greater efforts to avoid 
such a conflict. But after the issue had been 
raised the company could not afford to recede 
trom its position, and it was compelled to 
carry it through to the end regardless of 
cost. 

AN ESTIMATE OF LOSS. 

To make a correct showing of what the 
strike has cost the company is impossi- 
ble. The only way by which an approxi- 
mate estimate can be made is to 
take the decrease in net earnings this year 
as compared with last and thea make due al- 
lowance for what the decrease from natural 
causes would have been had there been no 
strike. As stated above, the decrease in net 
earnings trom Jan. 1, 1888, to the beginning 
of the strixe amounted to about $2,000,000. 
As there was no perceptible improvement in 
business or rates up to the end of August it 
is fair to presume that the additional de- 
crease in the earnings of the company would 
have been about $1,500,000, making a total 
decrease of $8,500,000 had there been no strike. 
The records of tne company show that from 
Jan. 1, 1888, to Oct. 1, 1888, the decrease in net 
earnings was about 66,500,000. 
ded uctng the $8,506,000 which, it is esti- 
mated s company would have lost had 
there been no strike from the above amount, 
there remains a loss of about $8,000,090 that 
can be attributed directly to the strike. The 
company’s officials estimate their loss on 
account of the strike at about $2,000,000, but 
this is no doubt a mistake, as the loss durin 
the first month of the strike alone exceed 
$1,700,000, and the losses for the succeeding 
three months averaged about $700,000 each. 
Consequentiy the estimate that the strike 
cost the company about $3,000,000 is not too 


high. | 

This money, however, is not irretrievably 
lost, as it would have been had the strikers 
carried tueir point. The saving from decreased 
salaries will amount to about $50,000 a month 
or $600,000 a year. ides the lesson re- 
ceived by the trades unions and brother- 
hoods that they cannot manage the proper- 


ties of the companies which employ them 


and dictate whatever terms they choose is 
of incalculable vaiue not only to the Bur- 
lington but every other railroad company in 
the country.

HES ANTI-FRAUD PLAN, | 
ASKING THAT THE PRESIDENTIAL 
TERM BE LENGTHENED. 


A State Commission Urged to Start the 
Movement—Gross Bribery Charged at 
the Recent Election—James McMillan 
to Be Nominated Tonight for United 
States Senator from Michigan—Hewitt 
Introduces Grant as His Successor as 
Mayor of New York. : 


ALBaky, N. V., Jan. 1.— The State Senate 
Was organized today by the election of J. 
Sloat Fassett, Secretary of the Republican 
National Committee, to the Presidency pro 
tem. Fremont Cole was elected Speaker of 
the Assembly.

While reading his annual message the Gov- 
ernor created sonie sensation when he 6m- 
ployed these words: 

The necessity of some change in our election 
laws whereby the increasing corruption which 
has become incident to our elections may be pre- 
vented is imperative. It is believed that the. 
late Presidential election was the most corrupt 
of any in the history of the country, as the direct 
use ot money Was concerned in influencing the 
electors, and pubiic sentiment is naturally 
awakened to the désirability of some 
relief. The peculiar causes which in- 
duced this immense corruption are apparent. 
The anxiety to ‘subserve _ selfis and 
—— advantage, rather than the general in- 
terests of the public. naturally led to the cam- 
vpaign being conducted upon alleged business 

principles, whereby it is asserted that electors 
were Dought and sold like goods and chattels in 
tne open market. It is claimed that at least 
$100,000 was expended in the Twentieth and 
Twenty-fourth Cougressional Districts in this 
State in the efforts made therein to elect Con- 
—— and to secure electors believed to be 

avorabie to the policy of fostering private in- 
terests. 

So successful have been recent efforts at cor- 
rupting the ballot-box that good citizens are led 
to doubt whether the free and vnbiased senti- 
ments of the people may not continue to be nul- 
lied through corruption whenever and as often 
as it appears that the interests of the people con- 
filct with those of interested monopolists who. 
profligate of their moneys, are intent upon re- 
sisting all interferences with their selfish and ar- 
rogant demands. 

Gov. Hill recommended that by joint reso- 
lution the Legisiature urge Congress to adopt. 
constitutional amendments regarding the 
Presidential term and provisions for ex- 
Presidents. Hill’s recommendations are: 

1. That the term of office of the President and 
Vice-President shall be. six years. 

2. That the President shall be ineligible for re- 
election. 

8. That the President shall immediately upon 
the expiration of his term become « member of 
the United States Senate for life and receive an. 
appropriate salary. This amendment shall apply 
to ail living ex-Presidents.

TUESDAY MORNING'S FIRE GREATLY 
EXCEEDED THE FIRST ESTIMATES, ~ 


The Big Drug House of the Richardsons 


Destroyed in Forty Minctes—Firemen 
Powerless Against the Heat—Panics in 
the Adjoining Bulidings—Three Women 


Fatally Injured in Escaping from a. 


Lodging- House at a Second Blaze in 81. 
Louis. 


Sr. Lovis. Mo., Jan. 1.— The large six-story 
brick buiiding of the Richardson Drug Com. 
pany, on the northwest corner of Fourth 
street and Clark uvenue, was reduced to 
ruins in forty minutes after 8 O’viock this 
morning. The building fronted 120 feet on 
Fourth street and ran back on Clark avenue 
200 feet to a private alley, and back of this 
Was @ three-story substantial brick ware. 
houss, used by tne firm to store explosives 
and highly combustible goods and oils. The 
building was built in 1885, and was complete, 
with all modern improvements. 

The tire was discovered at 2:20a. m. Every 
few minutes from that time on an explosion 
would detonate throughout the build ings, 
anda graceful curl of fire many feet in 
hight and diameter would leap high into the 
The entire six floors were filled wi 
bustible goods, a great portion of 9 
being extremely inflammable. The first 


floor was occupied by the accounting depart- 


ment. in which about 200 bookkee 
clerks, and salesmen were emplo cay 
contained aiso some show s. The 
second floor was given up to the sundries, of 
Wu. ch a large stock of costly goods was car- 
ried. On the thira floor were the paiuts and 
oils, and this story was also used for pack- 
ing. The seemed to get an early 
hold on the third floor, and the 
flowing oils dripp through the first two 
stories a fountain of fire played from the 
basement clear to the roof, defyi all arti- 
ficial efforts to check its flow. "Not enough 
lines of hose could have been laid around the 
building to save it, so spéedy was the 
spread of the fire, and the few men who 
for a minute or two at a time braved the heat 
had but adozen streams to combat the blas- 
ing Oils, molten iron. and flowing glass. At 
8 o’clock the building collapsed, and there 
Was nothing more to burn. 

The Richardson Drug Company was the 
outgrowth of a business founded forty years 
ago by James Richardson, the present Presi. 
dent. The Vice-President, Joseph C. Rich- 
ardson, and the Secretary, James Kichard- 
son Jr., are the sons of the founder of the 
house. Mr. John Moflett, manager of the 
sundries department, had a proprietary in- 
terest in the concern, as had one or two 
other attachés outside the Richardson family. 

PANIC IN ADJOINING BUILDINGS. 

The buiidings in close proximity to the fire 
were scenes of much excitement. At-the 
Etler House, No, 209 South Fourth street, oc- 
cupied by boarders, there was a panic, but 
all the occupants were safely rescued. 
Koese’s masquerade goods store, No. 207 
South Fourth street, was destroyed. At Nos. 
408 and 410 Clark avenue was a row of three- 
story brick 1 which was also 
a scene of fright. e 


time to escape. 


At the livery stable of Scott & Lynch, No, 
413 Elm street, in the rear of the drug build- 
ing, When the stable was suddenly liguted 
up from the flames of the burning buiiding 
the horses became panic-stricken. hen the 
men attempted to take them out the animals 
stood trembling with fear and would not 
leave the fire. The men found it necessary 
to goad them on by beating them with show. 
els, whips, and anything that was at hand, 
— much effort they were taken from tie 
stable. , | 

At 2:50 o’clock several great explosions of 
benzine and other explosive drugs occurred 
almost simultaneousiy with the failing and 
crashing of the southeast corner of the build- 
ing, endangering the lives of all the firemen 
on that portion of the work. The heavy 
cornices and coping-stones on the top story 


began to crack on theswaving walls and the 


firemen had only time to escape from the im- 
nding danger when that portion of the 
— fell, throwing burning fragments 
across Clark avenue and setting fire to H. I. 
Miller's bakery, a two-story brick, and ad- 
oining buildings on the southwest corner of 
ourth street and Clark avenue, and cover- 
— tne entire intersection of the streets 
with flames and smoke. * 
It was expected that a panic would occur 


in the Southern Hotel, which is within al- 


most half a square of the drug building, but 
the ts were quietly informed that there 
was no imminent danger. ü 
Mr. Cliff Richardson, the general manager 
of the concern, gives the value of the stock 
on hand at about $675,000 and the insurance 
at $650,000, placed in H. W. Blossom's agen- 
cies, The buildings occupied were valued at 
about $200,000. fire was first seen on the 
ground floor of the Fourth street front.

Three Women Fatally Injured in Leaping 
from Wiudows.

One of his principa! points of custom was the 
grocery department of the Boston store, his 
former employers placing so much confidence 
in him that they gave him a monthly trade 
of nearly $10,000. He had a salary of $1,800 
a year and lived comfortably withihis sisters 
at No. 187 North Paulina street. 

He was a steady and quiet young man, ap- 
parently. He was down at the office early 
every morning, and in business hours indus- 


few intimate friends in the office, and seldom 
called on his cousins, the Alderman's fam- 
ily. If he had any irregular habits they 
Were not so much out of bounds as to attract 
attention. 

His cousins heard he gave dinner parties 
to his friends and that he was a theatre- 
goer, but these trifling indulgencies caused 
no uneasinessto the tirm. He was their 
cousin in the first place; and then his order- 
ly business habits would have prevailed 
against any suspicions. 

The extent to which he was trusted is 
shown by the fact that he was frequentiy 
given as much us $6,000a day to deposit in 
ths bank. He is -not believed: to have 
“staked” himself with any of these de- 
posits. 

“Trust bim!“ said Charles Horner. why, 
I would just as soon think of myself turning

CHANGING HIS METHODS. 

In the grocery business it is customary to 
allow salesmen to make collections from 
their own customers, and Horner dia as 
others in this respect until about the middle 
of November, when, his cousin says, he adopt- 
ed a course of business varying to a remarka- 
dle extent from the usual method. 

Thirty days’ time is allowed by the trm 
on all purchases, the usual discount on 
cash payments being about 3 percent. Ac- 
cording to the Aiderman it was an easy mat- 
ter for Horner to offer a discount of 5 per 
cent for cash, collect the money, and report 
at the office that the merchants wanted the 
usual time allowance. His business in the 
last forty-five days must have amounted—on 
account of tne holiday trade, which is a third 
again as heavy as the ordinary run 
—to $22,000 or §25,000. His cash returns 
in that time aresaid to have been much less 
numerous than usual, a fact, the firm says, 
he excused on the ground that the demand 
for cash was great among his customers, but 
that once the holiday season was over colleo- 
tious would be easy. 

Mr. Horner says that early in the month 
the young man said: “The Boston store 
people want thirty days, as they need ali their 
cash in the holiday trade.” 

The Boston store people had never made 
such a demand before, but the young man’s 
reputation was so good that the statement 
went unquestioned, as did all the others 
about the tightness of money with the rest of 
his customers, 

HAD OTHER BUSINESS. 

Horner came down to work as usual Satur- 
day morning, and was as usual pieasant and 
smiling. At noon he said he would leave be- 
cause he wanted to go down to Englewood to 
see a customer and arrange for the shipment 
of a bill of goods. He did not go to Eagle- 
wood, bis cousins say. Instead he changed 
his business suit to a dress suit, procured at 
the County Clerk's office a license to marry 
Miss Anna M. Bierchoff of Chicago, went 
overto the North Side and was properly 
married, took the 3:10 Michigan Central 
train and sped away. The cousins did not 
know all this till yesterday afternoon, whea 
a detective told them aboutit. The 3:10 Sat- 
urday afternoon Michigan Central train ar- 
rived in Canada Sunday.

BY ELECTRICITY. 


New York's New Law for Inflicting the 
Death Penalty Now in Operation. 

New York, Jan. 1.— The law providing for 
the execution of murderers by electricity 
went into effect at midnight last night Any 
person committing murder after 12 o’clock 
will, on convicuon, be sent to the State 
prison of the judicial district ih which he is 


Court reverses the conviction, be put to 
death under the direction of tne Warden of 
the State prison. The law does not change 


| the method of executing the death penalty in 
the cases of murderers whose crimes were 


committed before today but who will be con- 
victed after today. The Judgé before whom 
a person is convicted of murder in the first 
degree will fix tne week within which the 
sentence is to be executed, but the exact 
day is to be determined by the 
Warden. The prisoner will be kept in close 
confinement until the day of the execution 
arrives. No one except certain privileged 
persons will be permitted to see him without 
an order of the court: The death penaity 
will be inflicted in the presence of a Justice 
of the Supreme Court, the District Attor- 
ney, the Sheriff, certain other officials, and a 
jury of twelve citizens or of as many of them 
as desire to be present. 

No account of the execution of the sen- 
tence may be publisned according to law ex- 
cept the statement that tie death sentence 
was carried out on a certain day. The body 


ot the murderer must be buried within the 


prison wails and a sufficient quantity of 
quicklime must be placed within the coffin to 
secure the quick dissolution of the body.

A CONSTITUTIONAL RIGHT TO MEET, 


Acknowledging This, Master Windes Denies 
the Petition of the Anarchists. 
From Yesterday’s Second Edition. 

Master-in-Chancery Thomas G. Windes yester- 
day finished his report to Judge Tuley ou the ap- 
plication of the Arbeiterbund for an injunction 
to prevent che police from interfering with their 
meetings. The master refuses to recommend 
the injunction because there is no precedent for 
an injunction to prevent a crime except ggainst 
property, but intimates that he thinks an injunc- 
tion ought to be issued. 

He declares that the preponderance of evi- 
dence is in favor of the complainants, who set up 
the claims that their constitution fully declares 
the objects of their organization, which are pure- 
ly educational and for the purpose of discussing 
political, economic, and religious topics. He 
savs their objects are evidently not unlawful. 
The claim of the police that these statements of 
the objects of the society are simply @ cloak to 
disguise unlawful purposes looking to the subver- 
sion of the taws of the State of Illinois 
and of the United States, the report says, 
are based simply on belief. The complainants 
do not deny that they are Anarchists. But the 
fact that some members of the society are An- 
archists and have, at some time, advocated mur- 
der, arson, and crime, does not make this society 
unlawful og some unlawful act is —— at 1 
meetings of society... The preponderance o 
2 is to the effect that the assumption and 
belief of the police as to the intentions of the so- 
ciety to overthrow the laws of the State are un- 

ue 


The meeting for which the injunction was 
asked having passed, an injunction to prevent in- 
terference by the police would now be unavail. 


e master gives a comprehensive review of 
all the testimony in the case and the arguments 
of the lawyers. He declares that if any officer 
transgresses the limits of his author- 
ity a court will deal with him as with 
any other person en m an unlaw 
ful act. It would de hostile and dangerous 
to the genius of our institutions to invest a po- 


with judicial powers. The master is of opinion 
that the complainants have a constitutional 
right to meet. But the constitution of the so- 
ciety is vague where it advocates “ the abolition 
of tne capitalistic system of exploitation and 
“to assist in the fight against exploitation.” 
There was no evidence to show that the methods 

rovosed for accomplishing this object are un- 

wful, and they must be assumed to be lawful. 

The master goes into a minute disquisition on 
the powers of the police and Mayor, showing 
that they can disperse an unlawful or tumultu- 
ous assembly, but he finds no discretionary 


power in the police or the Sheriff to pre- 
vent the lawful assemblage of any class 
of persons. He quotes the statute un- 


der which,the Mayog can be _ indicted 
in case of a willful interruption of a peaceable 
assembly, or of oppression, misconduct, or mal- 
feasance. 

Itsays: “ The complainants may also at any 
time hereafter in a peaceable, orderly manner 
insist on their right to assemble, and if the 
Mayor or Chief of Police shall prevent or use 
force to prevent their peaceable and orderly as- 
semblage or cause their arrest, they and each of 
them have a right of action in case, trespass, or 
for false imprisonment against said officers.”’ 

Ma ster Windes quotes at length from the au- 
thorities on the restraining power of equity 
which are limited only for certain reasons of ex- 
pediency and policy. 

The jurisdiction to prevent wrong is only 


exercised where the legal remedy 
not full and adequate. There is no 
preceaent, however, Tor an injunction 


to restrain wrong except in cages where proper- 
ty interests are concerned. But it is argued 
with some force that there is no reason why 
jurisdiction of equity to prevent a trespass or the 
commission of a crime should not extend to this 
case. The powers conferred upon the chancery 
courts by statute in aivorce cases to prevent 

rsonal trespass or criminal act are cited, 
5 upon the necessities of the jurisdiction 
conferred by the statutes. and Mr. Windes asks: 
“ Why is not that class of cases a precident for 
injunction in this? 

“It is clear to my mind,” he says, that the 
remedy at law of complainants under the cir- 
cumstances of this case is inadequate, but 
I deciine to recommend the injunction as prayed, 
becanse of the doubt which I have as to whether 
equity has any jurisdiction inthe case as made 
by complainants, and, even if it has, whether it 
is not more expedient (which is always in the 
discretion of the Chancellor) to leave complain- 
ants to their legal remedies. When citizens 
have assembled. if they advocate or proceed to 
the commission of unlawful acts or the over- 
throw of governmentor the destruction of prop- 
erty, then the conservators of the peace 
may exercise their discretion in the dispersing 
of them. If, in this the oe 
bave substantial ground for their lief 
they should not be engaged in a debate 
before a Master in Chancery defending an as- 
sumed judicial oes. but as conservators of 
the peace should arrest complainants and ap- 
pear as their accusers in a criminal p 9

State act at the banquet of. the Commercial 
Club last Saturday evening were nearly all 
railroad officials or railroad attorneys, and 
they assailed the short haul rule and the 


anti-pooling provision as faithfully as though 


they spoke in their official capacities, The 
changes were rung on reduced railroad earn- 
ings, depreciation of stocks, and the pros- 
pective bankruptoy of oppressed rauroad 
corporations, It is not difficult for able men 
like Mr. Goudy or Mr. Runnelis to make a 
strong showing When they confine them- 
selves seduousiy to one side of a question, 
and this is particularly true of tne Inter- 
State act, a Measure which no one supposed 
could go into operation without reducing 
railroad revenues on watered stocks ana 
taking away the special privileges which fa- 
yored towns or individuals had enjoyed un- 
justly at the expense of otners. It was not 
expected that the new system could go into 
operation without provoking loud outcries 
over the loss of rebates by big shippers as 
weil as iaments by railroad stockholders 
over the passing of dividends on chromo 
stocks. By calling on railroad officials, wa- 
tered stockholders, and the favored big 
shippers for testimony it would be easy to 
prove the Inter-State act injurious and with- 
out a redeeming feature. 

Still if railroad owners and their repre- 
sentatives could be persuaded to tell the 


whole truth it could be shown by their | 


testimony that the later-State act has been 
of enormous benefit to the railroad interest 
irrespective of the good done the public by 
its partial enforcement. Why did not some 
of the speakers at the Commercial Cfub bau- 
quet recognize in fitting terms the great 
boon the Inter-State act has conferred on 
owners of railroad stocks and bonds in prac- 
tically destroying the nickel platng and 
paralleling abuse? A great amount of new: 
track was laid in the year just closing—over 
7,200 miles—but it was nearly all for the ex 
tension of old systems into new territory 
and none to parallel and wreck solvent cor- 
porations. The Inter-State act in doing 
away with pools, high monopoly rates, and 
excessive profits has removed the tempta- 
tion to parallel and paralyze” solvent rail- 
roads. Specuiative roads cannot be built 
now so that the promoters may break into a 
rich pool and force a division of profits high 
as the traffic will bear. As excessive profits 
are being lowered the occupation of parallel- 
ing schemers is being destroyed. Just as 
the railroads come down to the level of low 
and reasonable rates they will escape the 
raiiroad sandbaggers and highwaymen who 
make their attacks only on corporations be- 
lieved to be swollen with inordinate gain. 
For the protection afforded by the Inter- 
State act against ruinous paralleling the 
owners of the railroad property should be 
profoundly grateful. 
The Inter-State act came none too soon to 
check ‘ne wrecking of railroads by building 
parallel lines. Commissioner Fink of the 
Trunk Line Association said in his testimony 
before the Cullom committee just before the 
adoption of the Inter-State act that “ the 
first cause of all railroad trouvles’’ was the 
building of unnecessary and parallel lines, 
and un loss something could be done to stop 
it he did not know “ what would become of 
the railroads of this country.“ Railroad 
owners and managers everywhere indorsed 
this statement. They declared the supreme 
need was protection from the parallel wreck - 
ers, and yet, now that such immunity is se- 
cured them—and secured in the only feasible 
way—they wholly ignore the benefit and 
even demand the high rates and pool combi- 
nations that would certainly expose them 
again to the “nickel plate blackmailers! 
Excessive profit leads certainly to varallel- 
ing and excessive and déstructive competi- 
tion or compels the purchase of roads “ built 
to sell.“ Greed was never more short-sighted 
than when it induced railroads for the sake 
of immediate high profits to combine in pools 
and thus invite paralleling and blackmail. 
So long as the railroads make considerably 
more money than the average in other lines 


of investment capital can be had to build 


parallel and competing lines and threaten old 
roads with bankruptcy. The safety of rail- 
road investments can be found only in low 
charges, moderate profits, and consequent 
immunity from destructive paralleling. To 
the extent that the Inter-State act has 
brought &bout these results it should com- 
mand the gratitude of railroad owners, and 
they as much as the puolic should demand its 
strict and impartial enforcement. :

THE ANARCHISTS’ DEMAND FOR AN IN- 
JUNCTION. 

The meetings of a newly formed organiza- 
tion called the Arbeiter Bund, or Working- 
men’s Alliance, were prohibited by the po- 
tice, acting under the general orders of the 
Mayor, because it was Delieved that the 
members, or the majority of them, were An- 
archists who wished to hold public meetings 
that they might the better teach the subver- 
sion of the law, the Government, and society 
by violent, murderous means. The Arbeiter 
Bund applied to the courts for an injunc tion 
to restrain the police from interfering with 
their alleged constitutional right to frée 
speech and free assemblage. The matter 
was referred to a Master in Chancery to take 
evidence and make such recommendations 
as he might deem proper. There appeared 
before him the complainants, who made affi- 
davit that they were law-abiding citizens and 
that their purposes were lawful, and also the 


organization was an Aniarchistic and danger- 
ous one. The master examined the constitu- 
tion and, by-laws of the bund and found noth- 
ing objectionable therein except it be “ the 
aboliuon of the capitalistic system of ex- 
ploitation and to assist in the fight 
against exploitation.” Apparently he did not 
understand the meaning of these phrases, 
and therefore these objects must be pre- 
sumed to be lawful. 

The conclusions of the master were that 
an injunction should not issue, not because 
he did not think the complainants morally 
entitled to it, but because the remedy by ia- 
junction applies only when property rights 
are menaced. The compiaipants, he says, 
have a remedy at law, though he does not 
think it adequate—they may, when any meet- 
ing is interfered with, sue the police for dam- 
ages. From the facts presented to him he 
does not believe that the police have any 


bund. It now remains for one of the Judges 
of the Circuit Court, H-rton or Tuley, to pass 
finally on the question and say whether an 
injunctuon shall issue or the complainants be 
left to What remedy they have at common 
law. If the latter, then che opportunity will 
soon occur for a test case, and the courts of 
highest resort can pass on the matter. 

It is apparent, from the report of the mas- 
ter, that the side of the police was weakly 
presented. No effort was made to show him 
what anarchy is, or what were the doctrines 
the preaching of which is dangerous to the 
public welfare. A Judge cannot be expected 
to eke out the evidence of either side by his 
own personal knowledge, and hence the city 
should have reliea less on the claim thar 
the discretion of its police officers could not 
be interfered with, and more on the purposes 
of the petitioners. The master should have 
been furnished with eyidence—there is an 
abundance of it—showing that what anarchy 
aims at is the abolition of the Constitution 
of this State and of the United States and 
the wiping out of that state of sbelety and 
those rights to defend and save Which gov- 
ernments are instituted among men. His at- 
tention should also have been called to the 
incongruous position occupied by Reds when 
they ask a court to help them destroy all 
courts; when they invoke the aid of the law 
to obliterate all law; when they claim the 
protection of a government that they may 
undermige that govérnment. The report ot 
the does not show that any of these 
things were brought to his attention. The 
members of the bund said that they had none 
but praiseworthy objects! The police denied 
it, but did not prove what they were believed 
to be aiming at or ite criminal nature. The 
result was, therefore, not to be wondered at. 
In the mean while, until they are prevented, 
the police will do all they can to stop the 
spread of anarchy by public meetings. 


A RATIONAL EVOLUTION,

Where the custom 
originated and how it came to be fastened on 
us has never been clearly explained. Weare 
rid of it forever. 

This is not a reaction toward Puritanism. 
It does not partake of the narrowness which 
protests against becoming festivities at the 
inauguration. It has no sympathy with that 
morbid austerity which pervaded tne age of 
monasticism and sought in the isolation and 
self-chastisement of the individual his satis- 
faction in this life and his salvation in the 
next. It is a rational evolution bora in sound 
reason, stimulated by Christian sympathy, 
and confirmed by virtue and intellectual 
force of manhood and womanhood. Today 
Chicago will enjoy & universal houday. But 
it will be a day for families to spend in pri- 
vacy, in those recreations of a joyous and 
elevating sort which are now so abundant in 
American life. It will be a day for friends 
to exchange courtesies on a basis of reci- 
procity existing in social life, but not going 
outside its proper bounaaries. It will be a 
day of rest, merriment, and relaxation.

HIGH PRESSURE WATER SERVICE IN 
CHICAGO. 

Tux TRIBUNE printed yesterday the sub- 
stance of the communication which Mayor 
Roche will send to the Council Friday even- 
ing recommending that the city begin with 
the introduction of a high pressure water 
service in the business district, covering at 
the outset only that portion of it which lies 
on the South Side north of Harrisou street, 
but with the intention of extending it in 
time to the business parts of the West and 
North Divisions. 

There are many reasons-why the Council 
may be inclined to look with favor on these 
recommendations, coming as they do from a 
Mayor who is himseif a practical engineer, 
and far better qualified than any of his 
predeces$ors to deal intelligently and eco- 
nomically with such a subject. The work 
which it is now proposed that the city shall 
do at a profit to itself is at present waste- 
fally and incompletely done by vrivate 
parties. As the water pressure is in- 
sufficient to reach the upper stories of 
moderately high buildings in the business 
district, costly pumps have to be put in serv- 
ice that elevatorsmay be run. The aggregate 
amount now paid yearly by the owners ot 
buildings in the heart of the city for 
elevator service is far in excess of what the 
city would charge them for better facilities. 

The advantages of the Mayor’s scneme 
have been often discussed, and are apparent. 
With a high pressure system, drawing from 
its own,short tunnel, the city will be able to 
do what itis not now—furnish an abundant 
supply of water for domestic purposes with- 
out resorting to the purchase of additional 
costly machinery. From 500 to 600 smoky 
chimneys will be abated during half of the 
year at least. While the water furnished by 
the high pressure system cannot run by di- 
rect pressure the elevators of the loftiest 
Duildings, yet it can rise through small pipes 
to. the roof and fill the tanks that can be 
safely built there, and will not have to be 
pumped up by individual machinery as is now 
ue case. 

The Fire Department will be given an in- 
valuable auxiliary. Just where the houses 
are the highest and where there is the 
greatest accumulation of valuable property 
it will have the most abundant and easily 
managed water supply. The water can be 
turned op from the fire plugs with a pressure 
of a hundred pounds, or can be turned on at 
any story by making hose connections with 
the staundpipes. It should be in the power 
of the owners of the premises in most in- 
stances to do their own fire-ext‘nguis hing. 
Witb this certainty of water merchants can 
make demands on the insurance companies 
for much lower rates, and if they do not get 
them they can snap their fingers at the 
agents and protect themselves. A great im- 
petus wili also be given to light manufactur- 
ing. Water and electricity will do away 
with local steam machinery and will assist 
in the abolition of the smoke nuisance. The 
high pressure system will furnish all the 
light power needed for many purposes. The 
city revenues will be increased, and the ex- 
penses of elevation and smail manufacture 
lessened, a4 

Should the Council, mindful of the fact 
that the city has sufficient money in the 
water fund and the land on which to build 
the works, decide to go ahead with a plan 
which has been talked over for years, then 
the citizens should codperate, and next 
spring reélect Mayor Roche, so that this Work 
may be supervised by one who has most strong- 


Ay urged it, and who is specially competent 
to see that the proper kind of water pipes 


and machinery are used ana the necessary ex- 
penditures be economically and wisely made, 
When large engineering works are to be car- 
ried out, itisa good thing to havea first- 
class engineer for the chief executive officer, 
and in Mr. Roche Chicago has just that man. 
Should tne Council and the citizens agree, 
we have little doubt that by the expiration 
of the present Mayor’s second term this city 
will have a high pressure water service cov- 
ering the entire business district, earning 
yearly a respectable revenue for the city, and 
enabling it to supply all its people with au 
abundance of pure, cheap water for ali do- 
mestic purposes through a system now called 
on to meet both home and business demands, 
and doing neither to the satisfaction ot the 
people. 


CHEEK OF THE ANARCHISTS.

EXPORT OF GOLD. 

A Washington dispatch says: For the 
year 1888 the exports of gold from New York 
were $33,370,471 and the imports were 
$5,944,360, a net loss of $26,426,102. In 
1887 the exports were $6,488,820 and the 
imports $88,642,450, a net gain of $32,153,- 
630.” Thus for the last year the nor 
mal gain was not only destroyed but there 
is in addition a dead loss which makes ‘the 
actual falling oft ot gold in the last two years 
aggregate over $58,000,000, Suppose the ex- 
port this year is at that rate, how long can 
the country stand such a gold drain without 
disturbance in its flnances! What is being 
done to stop it? Are the United States Sen- 
ators giving due heed to this serious matter 
of a changed balance of trade against the 
Unitea States and an export of gold to meet 
the deficit? Will an attempt be made in 
framing the Senate Tariff bill to increase the 
power of export and enable American man- 
ufacturers to send their goods abroad to set- 
tle balances and stop the necessity of ship- 
ping gold? American farmers can no longer 
hold a balance of trade in favor of this country 
in face of the increasing competition and low 
prices which they have to meet in the Eu- 
ropean markets. Nor can American manu- 
facturers compete in neutral markets with 
foreign producers so long as they pay taxes 
on raw material which their rivals obtain 
free. As matters stand there is no choice 
but to ship the output of our gold mines 
abroad to settle the balances which should 
be met by shipments of surplus agricultura 
products or manufactured articles. The bal- 
ance of trade long in favor of the United 
States turned slightly against us in 1887, be- 
came strongly adverse in 1888, and the drain 
now is of gold, the vital fluid of commerce.“ 
A continued gold drain will affect the coun- 
try just as severe bioodletting saps and ex- 
hausts animal life. There is every indica 
tion that the balance will continue against 
the United States and the drain of gold go 
on unless something is done to stimulate the 
power of manufacturers to export. Wili 
Congress attempt to do that? If so what 
policy is there that promises relief excep: 
that of giving manufacturers free raw ma- 
terialt Surely Congressmen and Senators 
will not blind their eyes to this serious ques- 
tion and adjourn without doing anything. 
Continued inaction means a steady drain of 
gold with atightening and constriction of the 
money market growing worse month by 
mouth and year by year.

On the stage of Hooley’s, where Lytton 
Sothern about five years ago appeared in the 
es father's repertory and made a failure, 
Ned Sothern last night, in a hybrid production 
called a comedy, scored a success. There is no

succeeded the playgoer who does not permit 
his taste to follow public fads must decide in 
favor of the former. “Lord Chumley,“ much as 
it has been praised in New York, is not a 
comedy: soris it worthy of the young actor 
who last evening lowered his talénts to its level. 
It is @ farce in three acts, each act being spotted 
at the close With a mélodramatic situation. In a 
dramatic sense it cannot be compared 
with “The Highest Bidder,” in which Mr. 
thern made nis success of last season. 
In taking an eccentric bit of character like that 
of Lord Chumley and making it the principal 
part, and keeping it in the centre of the stage 
(asin Act II.) from the rise to the tall of the 
curtain, the authors have sacrificed to a popular 
craving for the bizarre all variety of interest 
and reasonableness of plot. They have over- 
done their work in mükmg a character, 
the charm of which is its uniqueness, 
too =persistentiy monotonous. New York, 
with its crowd of Angilomaniacs, will 
admire a creation like Lord Chumley, and there 
are many in Chieage to follow their example; 
but to those who have met Englishmen who are 
not Cockneys such a tedious, affected, drawling 
nuisance as that portrayed by Mr. Sothern does 
not possess even that slight fidelity to nature 
which is supposed to exist in a caricature. The 
tharacter is not even consistent in its own absurd- 
ity, kor in exciting situations it divests ‘iteelf of 
its affected peculiarities,thus making its unreality 
disagreeably apparent. “Lord Chumley” is 
Lord Dundreary” with all the exaggeration of 
the latter and without its fun. Imagine the 
older Sothern making his noodle aristocrat he- 
role! Yet this is what the younger Sothern 
tries to do with Chumiey. As fat as Mr. E. H. 
Sothern's acting is concerned it retains that 
element of personal charm which made 
itself felt in “The Highest Bidder” 
and aiso in One of Our Girls.” 
This charm is the assurunce that the audience is 
being entertained by one who has nicety of per- 
ception, self-restraint, and tact. One quality, 
and a most important one, however, the young 
actor is losing—if one may judge by his per- 
formance last evening—that is, his repose, Like 
nearly all the others in the cast who took 
their eue from him, he was fidgety 
and overreaching. Mr. Herbert Archer, who 
Soted the conventional foreign villain, of the 
waxed mustache and bad accent pattern, was 
particularly off the key of comedy. He struck a 
pitch that would suit a Drury Lane melodrama. 
Mrs. Archer, who is as pretty as ever, had nota 
lovable part in that of the heroine, but her re- 
poseful acting was refreshing in the general high- 
strung restiesstiess. Miss Kate Pattison, who 
has been trained in a good school of comedy. must 
have felt herself strangely out of place when 


hiding in the chimney and undergoing all the 


other indignities of farce. Mr. Rowland Buck- 
stone who comes of a comedy stock fully equal 
to thatof Mr. Sothern, contributed @ well-col- 
ored bit of low comedy character. Mr. Cyril 
Scott was slightly out of tune with his part of a 
young English officer. The retired grocer ot 
Mr. C. B. Bishop was sufficiently unetuous. 
The management of Hooley's gave the piece an 
elaborate setting where opportunity was afford- 
ed, This was chiefly in the last act, which, with 
@ luxurious interior, offered a contrast to the 
tenement of Act II. The scenery, which was 
from the brush of Mr. E. G. Unitt, was deserv- 


, edly commended. It is proper to say that the 


opinion here expressed of the play itself 
was by no means shared by the 
audience, which laughed at farcical 
incidents despite their improbability and ap- 
piauded sensationalism as if it were in its proper 
place. The curtain had to be lifted three ana 
font times after each act, and in every instance 
Mr. Sothern was given a particular recall. The 
drunken scene at the end of the first act was as 
warmly received as if it had not been pur- 
loined from the play of “David Garrick.” 
The threadbare expedient of the music of 
returning troops in Act III. was, as 
effective as if it were a startling novelty. In a 
word, Messrs. Henry De Mille and David Belasco 
have written a piece which tickles the contem- 
porary palate but appeals only in a slight degree 
to good taste. “Lord Chumley,” however, will 
have a run ot a fortnight, and crowded houses 
Will de the rule.

GEN. HARRISON HEARS BLAINE TALK. 


The Maine Man's Selection Urged by an Old 
— Adherent. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 831.—[Special.]— 
One ot Gen. Harrison’s callers today was 
Joseph Poole, a locally prominent politician 
in New York, who was one of the managers 
of the Biaine reception. His conversation 
with the President-elect was brief, but he 
said all that he came to say, and he strongly 
emphusized the wish of a large majority of 
the Republicans in the country that Mr. 
Blaine should be in the Cabinet. He did not 
speak as the authoritative representative of 
anybody, but he knew that it would greatly 
please many Republicans if Gen. Harrison 
should choose Mr. Blaine as his Secretary of 
State, and he felt sure that no one could be 
of greater aid than ne to the Administration 


in that position. ° 
Gen. Harrison made no definite reply, but 
Mr. Poole. in an interview after his call, said 
that Mr. Blaine would be in the Cabinet. 
Others of Gen. Harrison’s callers were C. B. 
Mitcheli of Texarkana and his son, E. B. 
Mitchell, of Nashville. Mr. Mitchell is Judge 
of the Ninth District Court of Arkansas. 
His father was one of the seceding Con- 
gressmen, who afterwards became a mem- 
ber of the Confederate Congress, and was 
succeeded by Garland. He said: I made 
no requests of Gen. Harrison as to his 
Cabinet. I believe the South should 
have a place in the Cabinet, and am 
in favor. of J. B. Henderson of Mis- 
souri, L. H. Roots or Powell Clayton 
of Arkansas. I did suggest to Gen: Harrison 
that tnere should be an enforcement of the 
Federal election law, and that the negroes 
should be protected in their person ana prop- 
erty. We have a terrible law. Supervisors 
are required to appoint an equal number of 
election judges from each party, but 2 
our 
September election a line was drawn up, and 
negroes coming from one section were not 
permitted to reach the polls. They com- 
plained to me, but I realized that they would

subordinates have been notified by their 
superiors that they will be discharged or 
severely punished if they cut rates, and an 


attitude has been assumed toward shippers 


that encourages the view that this time the 
companies mean business. 

“If rates are cut this time.” said a wel- 
known railroad capitalist, I will be one of 
half a dozen to offer a reward for the convic- 
tion of the man who shail do the cutting. 
I will be one of four to make up a purse of 
$5,000 to be given to the man who shail fur- 
nish the evidence that will secure we first 
conviction for violation of the Inter-State 
law by rate cutting.“ 

The speaker is not connected with the man- 

ement of any of tne companies that are in 
— at present, but is a stockholder in 
several of them. His theory is that a few 
convictions under the Inter-State law, fol- 
lowed by the infliction of the full penalty— 
10 justico-tempered-with-mercy business— 
would have a salutary effect upon tne morals 
of railroad managers. 

The developments in the railroad world the 
last year have brought out with great clear- 
ness the weakness of stockholders in rail- 
road corporations and their lamentable su- 
pineness. In England such disregard of the 
rights of stockholders and abuse of their 
property as has occurrea in this country 
within the last twelve months would have 
resuited long before this in the transfer of a 
part of the railroad ability of the kingdom 
from comfortabie offices to well-deserved 
dungeons. In this country the average 
shurehoider approaches an officer of his com- 

ny with a good deal of trepidation, 

cause he knows his desire for in- 
formation is likely to be met with 
a rebuff. In England it is tne official 
who trembles when the shareholder becomes 
inguisitive. The disregard of stockfidlders’ 
rights that has been the feature of railroad 
management during 1888 bas also demon- 
strated the necessity for some sort of an or- 
ganization tual 6 devote itself entirely to 
protecting the interests of sharenolders; an 
organization that can enforce their requests 
and wishes between annual elections, and 
help to concentrate the offorts of stockhoid- 
ers to secure distinctive representation at 
such elections. It has been suggested that 
some of the trust companies might do this 
work, but it is rather oeyond weir func- 
tions except in special cases; besides, 
those of them that have n ap- 
proached rding the matter have raised 
the objection that it mght interfere with the 
development of their interests among ra- 
road companies. At this moment Mr. Mor- 
gan and his associates are supplying this 
need, but the feeling is constantly growin 
that a permanent advocate should be foun 
and maintained—one to whom the stock- 
holders of any and every corporation could 
go for advice, assistance, and to secure co- 
operation.

THE STANDARD COINS OF THE WORLD, 


Their Value Estimated by the Diréctor of 
the Mint. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 31.—Dr. James 
P. Kimball, Director of the Mint, has esti- 
mated the values of the standard coins of 
the various nations of the world to be pro- 
claimed by the Secretary of the Treasury the 
Ist of Jauuary, 1889. The values of the gold 
coins have been ascertained by comparing 
the amount of pure gold in each with the 
amount in the gold doliar of the United 
States. 

The silver coins of countries Imving the 
double standard have been given the same 
valuations as the gold coins of such countries 
with which they ure interchangeable, 

The values of the silver coins of countries 
having the silver standard have been ascer- 
tained by taking the bullion value of the pure 
silver contained in such coins based on the 
average price of silver in London for the 
period commencing Oct. 1, 1888, and ending 
Dec. 24, 1888—namely: 42.911 pence per ou 
British standard, equivalent, at the par 
exchange, to 94.066 per ounce fine. 
valueof silver for the correspond period 
of last year was $0.96.645, a decline of @ little 
over 244 cents per ounce. The declinein the 
price of silver occasionéd a change in the 
estimated values of the following coins:
